in  quality. 

Sewerage.  The  v^ork  of  laying  the  nev/  sev/ers  is  nov;  complete,  and 
all  existing  house  drains,  and  the  large  majority  of 
the  dumbv^rells,  which  are  v/ithin  reach  of  the  sewers, 
have  be«n  connected  to  , them. 


The  work  of  converting  middens  and  pan  closets  into 
water  closets  will  be  proceeded  v/ith  as  materials  and 
labour  become  available. 

Diphtheria  91  Children  under  5 years  of  age  were  immunised  against 
ImxauTiisation*Diphtheria  during  the  year,  and  72,  between  5 and  15. 

It  is  estimated  that,  at  the  end"  of  the  year,  59.8^ 
of  the  children  under  5 years  of  age,  and  84.7/i  betv/een 
5 and  15  are  now  immune.
